tics of Goods Forfeited, but ſexeral of theſe Books we yer not able ro ger, 
which was a great di advantage to our Proceedings ; theſe Returns having 
| been made whilſt the Miſchiefs were freſh, and the Refentments high between 

Proteſtant and Papiſt, and confequently with Teſs favour than hath been fince 


ſhewn. 


= Many Commiſſions for taking 1 1tions have Ifucd both from the 
Chancery and Exchequer that arc not ſped, and many gthers have beep hmper- 
felly taken, and worle drawn up» and ſome have never been returned, nor 


ſo much as the Records. made up: by the Efcheator. 


6. Great Quantities of Lands found in the Inquifitions, bave not been put 
in Charge to His Majeſty, nor appear in the Rent-Rolls, and many.

As we cannot complain to yaur Honours of any dire& Diſobcdience te 
ver ofity, fo we muft take Notice, that we had from few ONeen that 
Diſpatch which was neceſſary to the Work we had the Honour to be em- 
ployed in; but whether this proceeded from any Unwillingneſs to obey us, 
the Multitude of other Buſineſs, or the Irregular Methods of keeping their 
Books, we do not affirm. 


$, Pattictlarly the Books of the Commiſhoners of the Revenue relating to 
the Forfcitures, are fo ill and confuſedly kept, as much delayed'vs in our 
proccedings; but this we do not attribute fo much to the Commiſſioners of 
the Revenue, as to the ſhifting this Enquiry from one. Commiſſion to ano- 
ther, which has been done five times fince the Battel of the Boyne ; fo that ne 
Commitijoners, if they. were diſpoſed to it, bave been able to take any fled-

. 21, We may add to this, that the Proceedings of the laſt Court of Claims, 
are almoſt unaverſally Complained of, and we fear with too mach Reaſon, fome 
Perſons having been Adjudged without Poſting of their Claims, others within: 
a Day or Two after, before the King's Councel or Witnefles could: be ready, 
which was contrary to the Rules of the Court it ſelf, that required 14 Days, 
between the Poſting of every Claim and the Adjudication. It was alſa.obſerva- 
ble, That if any Perſon would: Diſclaim his Eftate, he met with very little dif- 
gcalty in being. Adjudgeds tho' afterwards there could be no Obftaclo ro the 
Reverſing his Outlawry, and conſequently to be reſtored to his Eftare. In gene- 
ral, it ſeems to us, that there has been great Miſcarriagesin the ſaid Court, and 
that in many Cafes, the Articles of Lymerick and Gallway have been Expounded. 
tao Beneficially in Favour af Perſons Qutlawed, and often the Oagh of one Wit- 
neſs, who wh humbly cenceive, cannot be Convifted for Perjury either by 
Common, or Statute Law : By this means we apprehend, a great many Porſons. 
have been 2djudged and reftored to their Eftates, that upon review. nw be 
found to belong to His Majeſty; ta come to a han HON knowledgs of 
which, we ſent Mr. Palmer for the Minutes. of the Adjugicatiens, but: he ha- 
ving taken them in ſhort-hand only, and never fiace Tranſcribed them, we 
could not get ſuch an Accountas wasfit to lay before your Honours + We ſhall.

60. It does appear that many Deeds o-Cogir of Judgments were pro- 
duced to the Juries on feveral Enquiries, and found without any Proof of the 
Execution of ſuch Deeds, or the tions therein Expreſled, 


61. It is probable, that in many Caſes, the Statutes and Judgments. have been 
fatisfied, and do not. appear diſcharged upon Record. ; 


62. Many Incumbrances have been bought up by the Grantees, their Agents, 
ant Under- Purchaſers, and oftentimes at ſmall Values, and are kept on foor 
to cover their Eftates, though probably they might have over-paid themſclyes 
by the Perception of Profits.. 


63. Many Perſons have been put in Poſſeſhon- of the Lands Incumbred; by 
Virtue of Her Majefty's Letter, and have received all, or a great part of their: 
Debts, + 


64. It is probable, that ſeyeral of the Incumbrances have been taken in: 
tcuſt for Forfeiting Perſons, and many others were cntied into Covenouſly. 


65, In Conclufton, it appears to us that there are all the Contrivances pof- 
ſible made uſe of by ſome of the Grantecs, and their Agents, to make the- 
Incumbrances appear great ; though we believe if they were duly enquired: 
into, they would not be found fo confiderable, but that a great part of them 
might have been paid off by the Perception of Profits before this time - How- 
ever, we humbly conceive that at preſent they will be much more than diſcharged: 
by the Perſonal and other Forfeitures not before valued : Which we now 
Humbly lay before your Honours. 


66. As we Informed your Honours before, ſoon after the Battel of the Boywey. 
Commiſhoners under the Great Seal of Ire/and were appointed, who. had power 
to ſeize and diſpoſe of the Forfeited Goods and Chattels ro His Majeſty's uſe 
Theſe appointed Sub-Commiſhoners in the ſeveral Counties then in His Ma- 
zjeſty's Poeon 5s who made Returns of great Quantities of Goods and: 
Chattels, which they valued at 1355527. but at ſo moderate Computations: 
that every Horſe was Valued at Twenty Shillings, every Cow or Qxe at 1545.

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appears very probable-to us, that if the ſaid, Goods; had been diſpoſe of - to 
the beſt advantage, they might have yielded between Two and Three Hun- 
dred Thouſand Pounds. But before that could be done, upon Repreſentation 
of the then Commiſſioners-of the Revenue, the Power of Jiſpoting by the 
ſaid Commiſſioners of Forfeitures, was ſuperceded by a Letter from His Ma- 
jeſty within Nine days after the Granting their Commiſſion ; and placed in 
the Commiſhtoners of the Revenue, By this means ſo much time was loſt, 
before their Books and Goods ſeized bythe Sub-Commiſſioners could be Tranſ- 
ferred to the Officers of the Reyenue, that the greateſt part of them werelcither 
Imbezzeled by the Sub-Commiſſioners of Forfeitures, or the. Colleors of the 
Revenue, or elſe plundered by the Army at their return into Winter Quar- 
ters; ſo that it does not appear to us, that there ever was accounted *for to 
His Majeſty, above the value 440007, Beſides theſe, there were great Quan- 
ties of other Goods appeared in the Inquiſitions, which we do not find ever 
came to His Majeſty*s uſe ; and many more were ſeized by private Men. In- 
deed the Plunder at that time was ſo general, that ſome men in. conſiderable 
Employments were not free from it ; which ſeems to us a great reaſon why 
this matter has not been 'more narrowly ſearched into. * Particnlarly, the Lord 
Coningey ſeized a great many. Black Cattle, to the number of 300, or 'there- 
abouts, beſides Horſes, which were left in the Park after the Battel of the Boyne, 
and which we do not find were ever accounted for to His Majeſty : He alſo 
ſcized all the Plate and Goods in the Houſe of Sir Michael Creagh, Lord Mayor of 
Dublin for the Year 1689, which are generally thought to amount to a great 
Value : But this laſt is ſaid to be. by Grant from His Majeſty.

67. Farther, there were ſeveral other Quantities of Goods delivered by Order 
of the ſaid Commiſſioners of the Revenue to Sir Charles Porter, Major-General 
Kirk, and others, which have not been returned ; and a great deal more taken ' 
by the General Officers of the Army ; which it's ſaid His Majeſty hath fince 
diſcharged. X 


68. If we may believe the general Reports of the Country, very many Per- 
ſons have made their Advantages of theſe Forfeitares ; .but the Time was, ſo, 
diſtant, the Proofs ſo difficult, and withal the Hopes of getting any part of 
them back again ſo remote, that we rather choſe to proſecute more material . 
Enquiries ; therefore can give Your Honours no further Information concern- + .. 
ing them. 


69. But fince the Values of the before-mention'd Goods and Chattels are ſo 
uncertain, we make no Eſtimate thereof; butwill proceed to take.notice.of ſome 
Debts by Judgment and Starute, and a few Mortgages duc to Forfeiting Per- 
ſons, not reſtored, which amount to ,120013 7.
